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WE, THE PEOPIvE, HEREBY ORDAIN AND ESTABLISH THIS 

CONSTITUTION OF GOVERNMENT FOR THE 

STATE OF DELAWARE. 

PREAMBLE. 

Through Divine goodness, all men have by nature the gsentiai vightr- 
rights of worshiping and serving their Creator according to 
the dictates of their consciences, of enjoying and defending 
life and liberty, of acquiring and protecting reputation and 
property, and in general of attaining objects suitable to their 
condition, without injury by one to another; and as these 
rights are essential to their welfare, for the due exercise thereof, 
power is inherent in them ; and therefore aii just authority in 
the institutions of political society is derived from the people, laherent power 
and established with their consent, to advance their happiness ; 
and they may for this end, as circumstances require, from time to 
time, alter their Constitution of government 

ARTICLE I. 

BILL OF RIGHTS. 

Section i. Although it is the duty of all men frequently j^^^j ^^ ^^^ji^ 
to assemble together for the public worship of Almighty God ; worship, 
and piety and morality, on which the prosperity of communities 
depends, are thereby promoted ; yet no man shall or ought to be 
compelled to attend any religious worship, to contribute to the j^^j, io^gii^^jt 
erection or support of any place of worship, or to the maintenance 
of any ministry, against his own free will and consent ; and no 
power shall or ought, to be vested in or assumed by any magis- 
trate that shall in any case interfere with, or in any manner con- 
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trol the rights of conscience, in the free exercise of religions 
worship, nor a preference given by law to any religious societies, 
denomitiations, or modes of worship. 

Section 2. No religious test shall be required as a qualifi- 
cation to any office, or public trust, under this State. 
Sectioit 3. All elections shall be fiee and equal. 
Section 4. Trial by jury shall be as heretofore. 

prSs."'" "' ""■ Section 5. The press shall |be free to every citizen who 

undertakes to examine the official conduct of men acting in a 
public capacity ; and afly citizen may print on any subject, being 
responsible for the abuse of that liberty. In prosecutions for 
publications, investigating the proceedings of officers, or where 
the matter published is proper for public information , the truth 
thereof may be given in evidence ; and in all indictments for libels 
the jury may determine the facts and the law, as in other cases. 

Section 6. The people shall be secure in their persons, 
houses, papers and possessions, from unreasonable searches and 

Search -arrant. ggj^ures ; and uo Warrant to search any place, or to seize any 
person or thing, shall issue without describing them as particu- 
larly as may be; nor then, unless there be probable cause sup- 

oart. ported by oath or affirmation. 

Section 7. In all cnminal prosecutions, the accused hath 
a right to be heard by himself and bis counsel, to be plainly and 
fully informed of the nature and cause of the accusation against 
him, to meet the witnessess in their examination face to face, to 
have compulsory process in due time, on application by himself, 
his friends or counsel, for obtaining witnesses in his favof^and a 
speedy and public trial by an impartial jury ; he shall not be 
compelled to give evidence against himself, nor shall he be de- 
prived of life, liberty or property, unless 1^ the judgment of his 
peers or by the law of the land. 

Section 8. No person shall fcr any indictable offence be 
proceeded against criminally by information, except in cases 
arising in the land or naval forces, or in the militia when in 
actual service in time of war or public danger ; and no person 
shall be for the same offence twice put in jeopardy of life or 
Private property ^^^^ '• °°^ ^^^'^ ^"y man's property be taken or applied to public 
f.r public use. use without the consent ot his representatives, and without com- 
pensation, being made.

Section 13. The privilege of the writ of habeas corpus su^ension af 
shall not be suspended, unless when in cases of rebellion orinvas- " "s corpus. 
sion the public safety may require it. 

Section 14. No commission of oyer and terminer, or jail oyer and termi 
delivery, shall be issued. ""■ 

Section 15. No attainder shall work corruption (Si blood, ^^^f^f^l^ 
nor except during the life of the offender forfeiture of estate. The sSicMe"*^^' 
estates of tnose who destroy their own lives shall descend or vest d«°<Ja"'i. 
as in case of natural death, and if any person be killed by acci- 
dent no forfeiture sball thereby be incurred. 

Section 16. Although disobedience to laws by a part of 
the people, upon suggestions of impolicy or injustice in them, 
tends by immediate effect and the influence of example not only 
to endanger the public welfare and safety, but also in govern- 
ments of a republican form contravenes the social principles of 
such governments, founded on common consent for common Rig;ht of 
good ; yet the citizens have a right in an orderly manner to meet p^"*'°° 
together, and to apply to persons intrusted with the powers of 
govet'nnient, for redress of grievances or other proper piu-poses, 
by petition, remonstrance or address. 
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Section 17. No standing army shall be kept up without 
the consent of the General Assembly, and the military shall in 
all cases and at all times be in strict subordination to the civil 
power. 

Section 18. No soldier shall in tiuie of peace be quartered 
in any house without the consent of the )wner ; nor in time of 
war but by a civil magistrate, in manner be prescribed by law.

The State is also hereby divided into seventeen Senatorial Dis- 
tricts, from each of which shall be chosen, by the qualified elec- 
tors thereof, one Senator. In New Castle County there shall be 
seven Senatorial Tistricts, n.umbe-ed from one to seven inclusive.

Section s. The General Assembly shall meet and sit in Place of 
Dover, the capital of the State; provided, however, that m case 
of insurrection, conflagration or epidemic disease the General 
Assembly may temporarily meet and sit elsewhere. 

Section 6. Whenever there shall be a vacancy in either 'Vacancy. 
House of the General Assembly, by reason of failure to elect, 
ineligibility, death, resignation or otherwise, a writof election wHt^of^ 
shall be issued by the presiding officer of the House in which the 
vacancy exists, or in case of necessity in such other manner as 
shall be provided by law ; and the person thereupon chosen to ^^^^ 
fill such vacancy shall hold office for the residue of the term.

Organization of 

Section 7. The Senate at each biennial session shall choose senate 
one of its members president pro tempore, who shall preside in president 
the absence of the Lieutenant-Governor, or in case the latter p'° '^"- 
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shall become Governor or while he continues in the exercise of 
the office of Governor by reason of disability of the Governor. 
The Senate .shall also choose its other oflBcers and in the absence 
of the Lieutenant Governor and its president pro tempore may, 
as occasions mav require, appoint one of its 
members to preside. The House of Representatives shall choose 
one of its members speaker and also choose its other officers, and 
in the absence of the speaker may, from time to time as occasion 
may require, appoint one of its members to preside. 

Section 8. Each House shall be the judge of the elections, 
returns and qualifications of its own members; and a majority of 
all the members elected to each House shall constitute a quorum 
to do business; but a smaller number may adjourn from day to 
day, and shall have power to compel the attendance of absent 
members, in such manner, and under such penalties, as shall be 
deemed expedient. 
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Section g. Each House may determine the rules of its 
proceedings, punish any of its members for disoiderly behavior, 
and with the concurrence of two thirds of all the members elected 
'thereto expel a member, and shall have all other powers neces- 
sary for a branch of the Legislature of a free and independent 
State. 

Section io. Each House shall keep a journal of its pro- 
ceedings, and publish the same immediately after every session, 
except such parts as may require secrecy, and the yeas and nays 
of the members on any question shall, at the desire of any mem- 
ber, be entered on the journal. No bill or joint resolution, ex- 
cept in relation to adjournment, shall pass either House unless 
the final vote shall have been taken by yeas and nays, and the 
names of the members voting for and against the same shall be 
entered on the journal, nor without the concurrence of a majority 
of all the members elected to each House.

or Representative; nor shall any person while concerned in any 
army or navy contract be a Senator or Representative. 

Section 15. The members of the General Assembly, ex- 
cept the presiding officers of the. respective Houses, shall receive 
as compensation for their services a per diem allowance of five 
dollars, and the presiding officers a per diem allowance of six compensation.

Section 6. The Governor shall be at least thirty years of 
age, and have been a citizen and inhabitant of the United States 
twelve years next before the day of his election, and the last six 
years of that term an inhabitant of this State, unless he shall 
have been absent on public business of the United States or of 
this State.

sider it. If, after such reconsideration, three-fifths of all the

No person who shall receive or except, or offer 
to receive or accept, or shall pay, transfer, or deliver, or oifer or 
promife to pay, transfer or deliver, or shall contribute, or offer 
or promise to contribute to another, to be paid or used, any 
money or other valuable thing as a compensation, inducement or 
reward for the registering or obtaining from registering of any 
one qualified to register, or for the giving or withholding, or in 
any manner influencing the giving or withholding, a vote at any 
general or special or municipal election in this State, shall vote 
at such election; and upon challenge for any of said causes, the 
person so challenged before the officers authorized for that pur- 
pose shall receive his vote, shall swear 01 affirm before such 
officers that he has not received or accepted, or offered to receive 
or accept, or paid, transferred or delivered, or offered or promised 
to pay, transfer or deliver, or contributed, or offered or promised 
to contribute to another, to be paid or used, any money or other 
valuable thing as a compensation, inducement or reward for the 
registering or abstaining from registering of any one qualified to 
register, or for the giving or withholding, or in any manner in- 
fluencing the giving or withholding, a vote at such election. 

Such oath or affirmation shall be conclusive evidence to 
the election officeis of the truth of such oath or affimation; 
but if any such oath or affirmation shall be false, the person 
making the same shall be guilty of perjury, and no conviction 
thereof shall bar any prosecution under Section 8 of this Article. 
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Section 4. The General Assembly shall provide bv law 
for a uniform biennial registration of the names of all the voters '^'^sistiatiou. 
in this State who possess the qualifications prescribed in this 
Article, which registration shall be conclusive evidence to the 
election ofificers of the right of every person so registered to vote 
at the general election next thereafter, who is not disqualified 
under the provision of Section 3 of this Article ; but no person 
shall vote at such election unless his name appears in the list of 
registered voters. 

Such registration shall be commenced not more than one 
hundred and twenty days nor less than sixty days before and be 
completed not more than twenty nor less than ten days before 
such election. Application for registration may be made on at 
least five days during the said period ; provided, however, that 
such registration may be corrected as hereinafter provided, at any 
time prior to the day of holding the election. 

Voters shall be re:|istered upon personal application only; 
and each voter shall, at the time of his registration, pay a regis 
tration fee of one dollar,. for the use of the county where such 
registration fee is paid. 

From the decision of the registration officers granting or 
refusing registration, or striking or refusing to strike a name or *pp^*'- 
names from the registiation list, any person interested, or any 
registration officer, may appeal to the reside.it Associate Judge of 
the county, or in case of his disability or absence from the county, 
to any judge entitled to sit in the Jiupreme Court, whose deter- 
mination shall be final ; and he shall have power to order any 
name improperly omitted from the said registry to be placed 
thereon, and any name improperly appearing on the said registry 
to be stricken therefrom, and any name appearing on the said 
registry, in any manner incorrect, to be corrected, and to make 
and enforce all necessary orders in the premises for the correction 
of the said registry.

The presiding election ofiBcer of each Jhundred 
or election district, on the day next after the general election, 
shall deliver one of the certificates of the election, made and certi- 
fied as required by law, together with the ballot box or ballot 
boxes, containing the ballots, and other papers required by law 
to be placed therein, to the Prothonotarv cf the Superior Court

to issue summary process against the election officers or any 
other persons to bring them forthwith into court with the election 
papers in their possession or control, and to open the ballot boxes 
and tpke therefrom any paper contained therein, and to make a 
recount of the ballots contained therein, and to correct any 
fraud or mistake in any certificate or paper relating to such 
election.

Judgment in such J"<is"ient 
cases shall not extend further than to removal from office, and 
disqualification to hold any office of honor, trust, or profit, under 
this State; but the party convicted shall, nevertheless, be sub- 
ject to indictment, trial, judgment and punishment according to 
law. 

Section 3. Treason against this State ghall consist only in Treason.

EDUCATION. 

Section i. The General Assembly shall provide for the 
establishment and maintenance of a general and efficient system 
of free public schools, and may require by law that every child' 
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not physically oi nuetitally disabled, shall attend the ptiblic school, 
unless educated by other means. 

Section 2. In addition to the income of the investments of school Fund, 
the Public School Fund, the General Assembly shall make pro- 
vision for the annual payment of not less than one hundred 
thousand dollars for the benefit of the free public school, which 
with the income of the investments of the Public School Fund, 
shall be equitably apportioned among the school districts of the 
State as the General Assembly shall provide ; and the money so 
apportioned shall be used exclusively for the payment of teachers' 
salaries and for furnishing free text books ; provided, however, 
that in such apportionment, no distinction shall be made on ac- 
count of race or color, and separate schools for white and colored 
children shall be maintained. All other expenses connected with Expenses.

ings shall be defrayed in such manner as shall be provided by 
law. 

Section 3. No portion of any fund now existing, or which no aid to 
may hereafter be appropriated, or raised by tax. for educational j^^oVs".''

School Fund, now or hereafter existing, shall be used for any 
other purpose than the support of free public schools.

OATH OF OFFICE. 

Members of the General Assembly and all public officers ex- 
ecutive and judicial, except such inferior officers as shall be by 
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law exempted, shall, before they enter upon the duties of their 
respective offices, take and subscribe the following oath or affir- 
mation: 

Form of Oath. "I do Solemnly swear (or affirm) that I will support the 

Constitution of the United States, and the Constitution of the 
State of Delaware, and that I will faithfully discharge the duties 

of the office of , according to the best of my 

ability"; and all such officers, except as aforesaid, who shall 
have been chosen at any election, shall, before they enter upon 
the duties of their respective offices, take, and subscribe the oath 
or affirmation above prescribed, together with the following ad- 
dition thereto, as part thereof: 

"And I do further solemnly swear (or affirm) that I have 
not directly or indirectly paid, offered or promised to pay, con- 
tributed, or offered or promised to contribute, any money or 
other valuable thing as a consideration or reward for the giving 
or withholding a vote at the election at which I was elected to 
said office." 

No other oath, declaration or test shall be required as a 
qualification for any office of public trust.

The matters within Section 30 of Article IV Matters 
and Sections 7 and 8 of Ajrticle V are excepted from the provis- =="'^p"''- 
ions of the Constitution that "No person shall for any indictable 
offense be proceeded agaicst criminally by information," and 
also from the provisions of the Constitution concerning trial by 
jury- 

Section 8. All stationery, printing, paper and fuel used contiacts for 
in the legislative and other departments of government shall best""io'ner'y,etc. 
furnished, and the printing, binding and distributing of the laws, 
journals, official reports, and all other printing and binding, and 
the repairing and furnishing the halls and rooms used for the 
meetings of the General Assembly and its committees, shall be 
performed under contract to be given to the lowest responsible 
bidder below such maximum price and under such regulations as Bids. 
shall be prescribed by law . Such bids shall be opened in the 
presence of the persons making the bids or their representa- 
tives.
